A contract for an interior: painting 
project, slated to cost $14,780 for 
labor and materials, was awarded to 
Keck Painting and Decorating Co., 
at Thursday night’s 
meeting of the Venice Board of 
Education. 

The Keck firm was one of two

* classrooms, corridors, hallways and 


restrooms. 

‘The second bidder was a Col- 
linsville firm, which submitted a bid 
of $13,800, lower than Keck's by $980. 

The higher bid was accepted when 
it was determined the Keck firm 
would utilize three or four men on 
the job, rather than a single in- 
dividual, as indicated by the second 
bidcer. 

Tae project will be completed in a 
shert period of time by the Keck 
corapany, instead of taking all sum- 
mer and possibly extending into the 
ne>t school year if awarded to the 
other firm, it was reasoned by the 
board. 

Bids also were submitted by the 
same companies to repaint a 
breezeway and hallway in the 
school’s 1938 addition. 

Superintendent of Schools Robert 
N. Vickers suggested redefining 
specifications on this painting pro- 
ject, due to a vast difference in the 
bids received.

SPRINGFIELD — This year 
has the potential for a bin-buster 
crop, thanks to early planting and 
timely rains. 

In Mlinois, corn planting is 98 
percent complete and soybean 
planting 88 percent complete. 

The Illinois Crop Reporting Ser- 
vice says the average height of 
corn is 11 inches, compared to 6 
inches at the same time last year 
and an average of 9 inches. More 
than 70 percent of both the corn 
and soybean crops are estimated 
as good. 

Agrohomist Don Johnson of the 
Arcadian Corp. says farmers who 
haven’t gotten as much rain as 
they want shouldn’t be concerned. 


He quotes Iowa State University 


specialist Harvey Thompson: “The ~ 


best corn crops come when early 
June is dry. It relates to the deep 
rooting that uccurs, preparing the 
plant for a drier July and August.” 

Johnson was in Springfield re- 
cently troubleshooting crop prob- 
lems. Cutworm damage, he said, 
has been widespread. 

“It caught us off guard,” he said. 
“It may have been because we've 
planted late the last few years. By 
the time the crop was planted, the 
cutworms had completed their 
cycle. This year, the early plant- 
ing and cool: weather prolonged 
their life cycle.” 


He urged farmers to scout their 
fields to. prevent the same 
surprise from rootworms. 


TAX PLANS — Ron Bailey, di- 
rector of the Illinois Farm Devel- 
opment Authority, says President 
Reagan’s income tax proposal 
would wipe out his office by the 
end of 1985. 

The IFDA offers low-interest 
loans to farmers and agribu- 
sinesses through tax-exempt mu- 
nicipak bonds.

Fresh chilies are best, but they 
just| be peeled. Canned chilies are 
indy, but the lack of freshness 
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costs. A good: rule of thumb is to 
use fresh chilies for a small dinner 
and the canned, whole green chi- 
lies for a larger crowd. 

The best way to peel a fresh 
chili is to hold it over an open 
burner flame with a fork, turning 
it as the skin burns and pops. After” 
all the skin has been roasted, 
place the chili on a working sur- 
face and remove the skin. Keep 
the chili as intact as possible. Re- 
move the stem and the white pulp 
inside the top of the chili. The 
seeds are optional (I prefer to 
leave them in.) 

Stuff each ‘chili with Monterey 
Jack cheese and set aside. Begin 
warming about 1 pint of salsa for 
each half dozen rellenos you plan 
to cook. i 

Separate two eggs and whip the 
white first, adding a little salt and 
pepper. Add yolks and blend to a 
froth. You’ll need to blend a two- 
egg mixture for every three rel- 
lenos. | 

Into a frying pan with % inch of 
oil, spoon in/|frothy egg mixture 
about double the size and the same 
shape as a chili. As the batter 
cooks, place 4 stuffed chili onto its 
center and cover with a layer of 
the egg mixture. (Don’t worry if it 
doesn’t seem} to hold.) As the bot- 
tom layer cooks, begin “rolling” 
the coating.and chili with a spatu- 
la so that the batter begins to en- 
circle the relleno, Once the egg is 
done, the entire chili should be 
coated. ~ 

Place rellenos on a platter, 


cover each with the warmed salsa 


and serve.

Join- 
ing the NAS]in suggesting a reduc- 
tion of fat intake to no more than 
3Q percent. of a person’s diet (the 
typical American diet today is 45 
percent to 50 percent fat) are the 
National Cancer Institute and the 
American Cancer Society. 

— The question of fruits and 
vegetables is very complex. The 
NAS study considered both the 
fiber in certain vegetables and thé 
presence of vitamins A and C 
Though Palmer says that there is 
no concreté evidence that eating 
such vegetables actually prevents 
cancer, her| report recommended 
that consumers eat fruits and veg- 
étables daily and increase their 
consumption of “cabbage family” 
vegetables |— cabbage and brus- 
sels sprouts — along with carrots, 
tornatoes and citrus fruits. 

— The question of vitamins has 
stirred great interest. The NAS 
considered |the effects of vitamins 
A and C gn cancer but stopped 
short of recommending supple- 
ments, saying instead that a well- 
balanced ‘diet contains adequate 
vitamins. | 

At the conference, Palmer dis- 
cussed the! limited evidence that 
vitamin C prevents the formation 
of carcinogens such as_nitrosa- 
mines. In other words, the theory 
is that if vitamin C is, present in 
your stomach at the same time 
that nitrites (present in ham, 


bacon, luncheon meats) enter it, 
the vitarnin C may prevent the ni- 
trites from being transformed in 
the stomach into nitrosamines — 
a known) cancer-causing sub- 
stance.

cue comes in for criticism in the 
diet-dancer debate. Excessive 
amounts of polycylic aromatic hy- 
drocatbons, a known carcinogen, 
can enter the food supply when fat 
from grilling meat drips onto the 
hot coals and is burned, thereby 
generating smoke containing 
these hydrocarbons. 

Palmer says that consumers 
should not throw out the backyard 
grill, but merely use it occasional- 
ly ard cautiously (for example, 
usingjan aluminum foil barrier be- 
tween coals and meat, or placing 
the coals around the edge of the 
grill, not directly under the meat). 
She also suggests trimming off all 
fat from meat before grilling it 

—{Hot dogs, bacon, luncheon 
meats? Though Palmer’s report 
concluded that there. is no direct 
evidgnce that nitrates and nitrites 
produce cancer, these substances 
do lead to the production of nitro- 
samines, which have been found to 


cause cancer in 20 species of ani- / 


mals: Nitrosamines can be pro- 
duced during the frying of these 
meats. 

—| The NAS report was most 
conclusive about the increased 
risk‘ of cancer .in people who 
smoke and drink to excess. For 
such! people “the risk of cancer in- 
creases dramatically,” says Palm- 
er. | 

Not everybody agrees with the 


NAS’s_ recommendations to, eat 
more fruit and vegetables and eat 


less fat and processed meats. 

Alreport titled “Diet and Can- 
cer,? released recently by the 
American Council on Science and 
Health; refutes, point by point, the 
con¢lusions and recommendations 
offered by the NAS study. 


The authors conclude that there 
is no concrete proof that cured 
and|smoked meats cause a greater 
risk} of cancer in those who eat 
thern. Nor do they find concrete 
proof that a high-fiber diet pre- 
vents cancer or that certain fruits 
and) vegetables protect against 
canter. 

the report’s principal author, 
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Michael Pariza, insists that there 
is insufficient evidence to warrant 
the establishment of public guide- 
lines for diet modification for the 
purpose of preventing cancer. 

Pariza said that advice from the 
medical community might aid the 
layperson in selecting a nutrition- 
ally adequate diet. But the idea of 
“eating to avoid cancer,” a popu- 
lar notion currently being put 
forth in many women’s and family 
magazines, is false. 

The ACSH is a non-profit organ- 
ization directed and advised by a 
panel of scientists from a variety 
of disciplines. According to Philip 
L. White, director of personal and 
public health policy for the Ameri- 
can Medical Association and ‘a 
member of the board of advisers 
of the ACSH, 
search is “funded. by private in- 
dustry, including segments of The 
food industry, chemical industries, 
the automotive industry” and the 
like. 

White also was a participant in 
the press conference, and took the 
opportunity to reiterate the 
AMA’S position on diet-cancer 
links — namely, that there is in- 
sufficient evidence to formulate 
specific dietary guidelines and 
that it is “inappropriate to use ad- 
monitions like eat more and eat 
less. ...” 

White decried the “present-day 
tendency to overstate the role that 
food and food components play” in 
cancer. He also voiced his fears 
about the development of “box-top 
medicine,” citing such cereals as 
All Bran and 40 percent Bran with 
their suggestions printed on the 
boxes that the bran in the prod- 
ucts can prevent cancer. 


The ACS also has issued nutri- 
tional guidelines that it says “may 
help to reduce one’s chance of get-

ting cancer.” The society cautions 
that “no dietary advice can be 
given that will guarantee preven- 
tion of any specific human cah- 
cer,” but issues the following re¢- 
ommendations: 

— Avoid obesity. 

+ Cut down on total fat intake. 

1. Eat more high-fiber foods, 

su¢h as fruits, vegetables and 
whole grain cereals. (With this 
recommendation, the ACS goes 
one step beyond the NAS study 
that felt the value of fiber in pre- 
venting. cancer was not substanti- 
ated.) 
Include foods rich in vita- 
mins A and C in the daily diet, but 
avoid excessive use of supple- 
ments. 

{— Include cruciferous vegeta- 
bles such as cabbage, broccoli, 
brussels sprouts and cauliflower 
in the diet. < 

— Be moderate in consumption 
of alcoholic beverages. 

— Eat sparingly of salt-cured, 
synoked and nitrite-cured foods. 
(The ACS made this recommenda- 
tion while simultaneously admit- 
ting that the evidence against such 
meats is “limited and inferen- 
tial.”) 


Where does all this scient}fic 
hair-splitting put us, the health- 
conscious: consumers? 1 

For all practical purposes, most 
of the reports seem to be saying 
the same thing. There ‘is no hard, 
fast data that smoked meats and 
barbecued foods are bad; that 
fruits, vegetables and fiber jare 
good. But there is some evidence 
Of the role that such foods play in 
lowering an individual's risk of de- 
veloping cancer. 

The differences of opinion tend 
to be over what to tell the,consum- 
er to do about it all.

NO-FEE 100,000 TRAVEL 
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Learning More Fun 
In Disney World’s 
‘Living Laboratory’

Walt Disney World in Florida is 
every kid's dream vacation. From 
the Magic Kingdom, with its kid-size 
buildings and whimsical cartoon 
characters to Epcot Center's life- 
like robotics to Dicovery Island's 
jungle surroundings, it’s a fantasy- 
land created with the small set in 
mind. 

But Disney World is not all Mickey 
Mouse and Space Mountain. It’s a 
vast wonderland of resources for 
learning - a living laboratory burst- 
ing at the seams with educational 
opportunities. 

Knowing Walt Disney's knack for 
utilizing every ounce of available 
energy ~ be it creative, mechanical 
or. electrical - it is not surprising 
that a special educational program 
has been developed to tap these 
resources for the benefit of (who 
else?) the kids. 

“Wonders of Walt Disney World" 
was created for youths aged 10 to 15, 
fifth through 10th grades. It encom- 

asses four different spheres of in- 
erest, including creative arts, 
entertainment, exploring nature and 
science, each of which is taught in 
one-day, 62-hour program at Dis- 
ney World. 
aul Campbell, sales representa- 
tive for the Seminars Department of 
Walt Disney World, explains how the 
program came about. ‘‘About five 
heed ago there was some resis- 
ance, particularly in the Northeast, 
to letting kids skip school for their 
arents to bring them here. We at 
jisney did not want to be the villains 
in this situation, so we tried to devel- 
oF a solution. We developed four 
different programs we thought we 
could teach with some expertise, 
and through which kids could earn 
some credit or at least an excused 
absence," he explains. 

Disney hired curriculum designer 
Deede Sharpe from the Georgia 
school system to be in charge of the 
designing team, and recruited edu- 
cators from the local Orange County 
School System to lend a hand. ‘We 
wanted a program that would have 
some validity across the country," 


Campbell says. 

Each course includes a text book, 
which is sent to the child's home 
upon hisenrollment in the program, 
to whet his Apatite for what's to 
come. A self‘directed text, it con- 
tains exercises and 
child to complete 
leaves home. 

‘At Disney World, the course itself 
consists of an icebreaker, where the 
course objectives are presented; 
exploration of Walt Disney World in 
the chosen area of interest; lunch 
with the group; use of an instamatic 
camera to record experiences; a 
certificate of completion to present 
to the child’s school system and a 
workbook to take home to encourage 
the child to keep on discovering.

A casual study of his legs leads 
one to assume that the St. Louis 
Cardinals’ Vince Coleman is a des- 
cendant of an oak tree family that 
existed in the rough of a public 
golf course. 

* Coleman’s sturdy limbs brand- 
ish knots, scars, bumps, welts, 
scrapes, scabs, bruises and, well, 
let us say they look lived in. OK, 
died in. 

“But they always look beaten 
up,” base bandit Coleman said in a 
recent interview. “It doesn’t mean 
they aren’t healthy. They’ve 
looked like this for as long as I can 
remember.” : 

Which gives you an idea of how 
long he has been stealing bases. 
He must have started when he was 
about 5% in some parking lot. 

Vince Coleman is a young out- 
fielder. who uses those battle- 
scarred extremities to steal bases 
as baseball folk perhaps never 
have witnessed. 

“If he stays healthy,” said Mike 
Shannon, the former Cardinal in- 
fielder who played for years with 
one of the greatest base stealers 
ever in Hall of Famer Lou Brock, 
“he will make people forget 
Brock. 

“Really, he is better right now 
than Brock ever was. Brock (who 
stole 118 bases in 1974) was great. 
He was the best of his time. He 
was better than Maury Wills. But 
Lou was mathematical and calcu- 
lating. To him it was a science. 

,“Coleman just runs.. He has ab- 
solutely no fears and he has natu- 
ral instincts that Brock didn’t

But lest you think running like 
the winds and stealing a la Rickey 
Henderson and John Dillinger are 
novel to this speedster, let it be 
known that two years ago, while a 
wet-eared apprentice in Single-A 
ball at Macon, Ga., Coleman set a 
professional baseball single-sea- 
son record with 145 steals. Cole- 
man accomplished that while 
playing in only 113 games. Before 
that, in his final two collegiate 
years at Florida A&M, he led the 
entire nation in thefts. And that’s
